We were moving along in the 
choking dust‘of the rutted, nar- 
row bullock cart path when I 
Saw across a nearby canal, chil- 
dren sitting on the ground be- 
neath a big Pippal tree, and a 
schoolmaster at his desk—all out 
in the open. Near them was 
a practically completed brick 
building. : 

“Let’s go there,” I said, and we 
did, walking across the fields. 

If I had to give one example 
of the slow change in India i 
would be this one. ; 


There were about 60 children 
sitting on the ground before the 
desk, four rows of them. Their 
slates were like those I had seen 
in other schools. The father finds 
a smooth board and trims it to 
tlate size. He then rubs it with 
grease and soot until it takes on 
@ permanently black color. He 
buys for his child one of the 
double-earthen ink pots which 
are made locally and which can 
be bought for about two cents. 
Then he teaches his child to take 
the white clay of the region, mix 
it with water to the proper con- 
sistency, and thereby make the 
white “ink” which will write on 
the slate. A small brush, also 
costing about two cents, is added 
to this and the child has his 
school supplies. 


Grades 


These children sat in rows to 
designate their grades, or as they 
term them here, “standards.” 
Row one was the first grade, 
and so on. When we reached the 
class we could see agoynd the in- 
completed buildings}: anoth- 
er, also beneath a tree. 

They were learning- to write— 
all of them. The teacher would 
dictate something to one row and 
then move to a higher class, and 
give them a lesson. The children 
dipped their brushes in the clay 
ink and wrote ons their wooden, 
home-blacked slates. 

The school building was what 
was important. : 

The village people were build- 
ing it themselves. They had do- 
nated half the money, the gov- 
ernment providing the remain- 
der, and they were doing the 
labor themselves, “Co-operation 
is new in Ind The idea of 
family has governed India for 
centuries. It yet does. But the 
villages here in the Etawah proj- 
ect are learning to go in to- 
gether to obtain a sanitary well, 
to build drains, to obtain a hand- 
pump for the well, and to buy 
a seed drill, which costs about 
$9, or a cultivator, which costs 
about $15. Now, this village of 
Shekurpur, far off the main road 
through the province, has pro- 
duced from its dung-and-mud 
plastered huts and_ its small 
fields, enough money to build a 
school—if they do the work. 

This school under the tree was 
not. there six years ago. Now, 
the children sit there in the dirt 
with their home-made slates and 
their ink made of mud, and a 
}rick school rises behind them. 


Nationalism 


That is a good illustration of 
what is going on in India. The 
people are learning to read and 
to write and their new freedom 
and the intoxication of political 
choice, makes their nationalism 
burn with a bright blue flame. 

’ What does it mean to you and 
me? 

Well, it will certainly mean a 
lot to the boys and girls of this 
same school age in America what 
these millions of Indians think 
and do some 18 or 20 years 
from now. They will either 
grow up wanting to be one of 
the society of nations, or they 
will grow up on some “Asia for 
Asians” policy, hating all other 
races, and turning to Russia for 
leadership. I think of that when 
I see the children—TI see also 
American :and European children. 

The teacher, Raghubir Sahay, 
looked like a teacher. He works 
in the fields to augment his in- 
come, which is 45 rupees per 
month.

PARIS, Dec. 18—Debate on the 
Western Big Three’s disarmament 
proposal was concluded Tuesday 
afternoon and a test vote in- 
dicated that it will be approved 
Wednesday by an overwhelming 
majority In the political and se- 
curity committee of the United 
Nations General Assembly. In a 
final statement, Andrei Vishinsky 
announced that the Soviet Union 
would attend the meetings of the 
combined atomic energy and con- 
ventional armaments commission, 
even if the assembly instructs it 
to proceed in accordance with the 
Western proposals. 

In a last-minute parliamentary 
maneuver, Poland introduced a 
resolution Monday under which 
the assembly would confine itself 
to merging the two commissions, 
without giving any instructions as 
to whether the combined com- 
mission would try to work out 
either the Soviet or Western dis- 
armament plans.

The entire government controls structure — 
is at stake in the situation about to be pre- 
cipitated by the CIO United Steelworkers of 
America. Not only are all other controls 
hanging in the balance, but the United States 
government’s authority to impose controls is 
being challenged. 

Philip Murray has announced that his 
organization is out to break the government’s 
wage formula. If this formula is broken, it 
follows that the price formula will-be broken. 
The floodgates holding back inflation will 
be loosed, endangering the entire economy 
of the nation. © 

Should the steelworkers be successful in 
their demands, it will be a signal for an- 
other spiral upward on all 
fronts. And what will 
anybody gain? Gains in 
wages will be consumed 
by increased prices. 

Increased price of steel 
will reflect itself in the 
cost of hundreds of house- 
hold items, but, most of 
all, it will mean an in- 
crease in the cost of the 
defense effort.

The committee on tenure and academic 
freedom of the National Education Associa- 
tion has sharply criticized dismissals of the 
two principals of the Fort Myers, Fla., junior- 
senior high school by the county superin- 
tendent. 

The NEA found the firing was not in 
keeping with the objectives of a sound edu- 
cational program, ,“‘without prior notice or 
subsequent hearing,” and against the wishes 
of the other teachers, the students, the alumni 
and the community. 

This illustrates very well the problem we 
have in Georgia of divided authority in most 
of our school setups. We have boards of 
education appointed by grand juries and 
boards elected by the people, but in most 
cases the county school superintendent is 
elected by the people and is answerable only 
to the voters. This makes the school super- 
intendent a virtual dictator, with the board 
of education without authority | to remove 
him. 

This division of authority in Georgia, 
extending to the state level itself; has re- 
sulted in inefficiency, squabbling, decisions 
based on politics instead of the good of the 
schools, and school superintendents who are 
not qualified as administrators although they 
may be good vote-getters. 

Would it not be better to elect a compe- 
tent school board, representing all sections 
of a county, and have them appoint the 
superintendent on a basis of ability and 
training for a competent job of school admin- 
istration? In this manner, politics in the 


actual administration of school affairs would 


be reduced to a minimum and our children 
would get a better deal.

A Challenge 


To Christianity 


Bishop Arthur J. Moore has taken Chris- 
tian churchgoers to task for “fleeing the 
world and its problems.” 

If the Christian church does not “thunder 
in the ear of the conscience of the world,” he 
asserted, “its silence will be taken for weak- 
ness.” 

“There are realities in the present world 
situation,” Bishop Moore said recently, “with 
which temporary and shallow makeshifts can- 
not cope. Our world has been invaded by secu- 
larism and our souls by half-faith. Unless we 
can have a revival of spiritual religion, our 
boasted civilization, despite all its material 
excellencies, will slide into an abyss. 

“We must find God’s plan for our world 
or face the continued decline of human hope 
and civilized life. If men and nations would 
only seek “first the Kingdom of God, then 
economic prosperity and right peaceful rela- 
tions would be an inevitable result.” 

The bishop sees hope, however, that Chris- 
tians are beginning to assert themselves. Sol- 
diers, statesmen and writers have been “con- 
fessing their faith, sometimes in language the 

church has not employed.” 
here is food for thought for every Chris- 
tion believer in those words. There is a need- 
for a spirit akin to the crusaders in the world 
today, a spirit which-will accept the challenge 
and fight for the rights of man and Christi- 
anity. Religion has found itself on-the defen- 
sive, with not enough unity or faith to fight 
for its beliefs with an aggressive purpose. 

Despite one of the most aggressive anti- 
Christian campaigns in history, there is evi- 
dence that’ the Kremlin has utterly failed in 
carrying out its purpose of destroying Christ 


tanks and planes they must have to defend 
themselves—in fact, to defend these people 
who would deny them the weapons they 
must have to do the job. 

Even a few days’ stoppage of the coun- 
try’s steel mills would reflect itself in losses 
in the defense effort. In addition it would 
throw further dislocations into the nation’s 
economy—creating shortages where none now 
exist, causing shutdowns of factories affect- 
ing thousands of additional workers. 

As ,usual, the situation has its roots in 
Washington and the failure there to adopt an 
airtight system of controls. The Capehart 
amendment and other loopholes pried out of 
Congress by pressure groups despite the loud 
protests of Defense Mobilizer Wilson, Price 
Stabilizer DiSalle and Economic Stabilizer 
Eric Johnston are examples of this failure. 

The union has made a good case for itself 
in demanding the wage increase of 15 cents 
an hour and other concessions. No one will 
deny they have a right to ask they be given 
the same conditions given workers in similar 
industries. However, there is a law at stake. 
There is the fate of the defense effort at 
stake. There is the effect that breaking the 
present formula on wages, agreed upon by all 
groups at the time it was adopted, will have 
upon the nation’s economy. There is the out- 
come of a war in the balance. 

Management itself has indicated that it 
wants only to obey the law. It has said that 
the union demands cannot be met without 
a hike in steel prices, which would break the 
present price formula. 

It leaves the whole thing back in Wash- 
ington’s lap. Even so, there can be no excuse 


for discarding the whole wage-price formula 


because another pressure group wishes to 
junk the works. Workers, management, all 
of us stand to gain nothing but to lose every- 
thing from reckless inflation brought on by 
the selfishness of any group.

Atlanta—The most important 
fact is that the State Hospital 
at Milledgeville neither wants 
nor intends to take responsi- 


bility for release of patients. 
The hospital waits for the 
guardian to demand a release 
against its protest, thereby re- 
lieving itself of any respon- 
sibility. From first to last, the 
setup at the State Hospital is 
a blame-saving proposition. 


Other major State Hospital 
weaknesses are: (1) 
mendations of attendants are 
not sufficiently considered by 
the superintendent; (2) attend- 
ants are not permitted to give 
their opinion of the condition 
of a patient to a guardian or 
other interested person; (3) the 
supervision, which is meant to 
include the doctors, is not suf- 
ficiently in contact with patients 
to observe their condition; (4) 
there is little, if any, coun- 
seling.

Fair Dealing 2 
On Tax Program? 


WASHINGTON—The attention of the nae 

tion’s taxpayers, which means most of us, has 

, been riveted on the scandals in the tax-collection 

system of the Internal Revenue Bureau in prosecution of tax cases 

by it and the Justice department. The Internal Revenue bureau is 

engaged in a clean-up campaign in which some 60 persons already 

have been fired and it is presumed that President Truman ee 
to act to clean up the Justice department.. 


These steps are mandatory in 
the interest of honest govern- 
ment and for equality of sacri- 
fice in taxes for our defense pro- 
gram, which requires fair deal- 
ing without favoritism and dis- 
crimination. 

It is to be hoped that the in- 
terest of the taxpayer, now that 
it has been aroused, will not 
stop with the administrative, col- 
lection and prosecution phases 
explored by the House ways and 
means committee sub-committee 
headed by Representative King 
(Dem., Calif.). This interest 
should carry over into Con- 
gress, meeting again in January, 
which has sole power to im- 
pose taxes, to say who pays and 
how much. President Truman 
is expected to ask for more 
taxes. 

The taxpayer, then, should 
keep a watch on Congress. 


For Congress, in increasing 
taxes over $5,000,000,000 in its 
last session, failed toe follow 
the principle of equality of 
sacrifice, but instead discrimi- 
nated in numerous ways in 
favor of the big taxpayer and 
against the small taxpayer. 


A group in the Senate fought 
valiantly to remove discrimi-. 
nations and loopholes. Some of 
long standing—favoritism in the 
capital-gains tax; in various ex- 
emptions for corporations; in 
estate and gift taxes; in exces- 
sive depletion allowances, in- 
cluding 27% per cent for oil, a 
flat deduction before taxes; and 


in other technical dodges not. 


understandable to the average 
taxpayer but which cost the 
Treasury and taxpayer many 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 
In presenting amendments to 
close the loopholes, one of the 
group, Senator Humphrey 
(Dem., Minn.), said: 


‘“We eannot in good faith ask 


the rank-and-file texiiale te 
make a substantially larger tax 
contribution for the defense ef- 
fort when a chosen few can 
take advantage of glaring loop- 
holes in the tax laws. It would 
violate every test of equal sac- 
rifice to ask the man in the 
street to pay higher excise and 
income taxes when the rich 
become richer through our fail- 
ure to close loopholes:” 

Yet Congress did fail in just 
that respect. The Senate group 
got nowhere. The same powerful 
influences which operated in the 
last Congress to retain loopholes 
and discriminations of various 
sorts will be active again. Unfor- 
tunately, they will be able to 
avail themselves of the recently 
disclosed scandals as a smoke- 
screen which, of itself, come 
pounds the crime of those who 
have betrayed their trust as 
public servants in administra- 
tion of our tax laws. 

Thus this tax matter has two 
ends, one at each end of Penne 
sylvania Avenue. Congress, the 
levying power, has neglected to 
close loopholes, though Presi- 
dent Truman has been alert to 
recommend that repeatedly, 
which is the function to which 
he is limited.

against coaches, as Dr. McDonough made out their case. In fact, 
they aim at lessening the load now saddled across the coaches’ 
back by de-emphasizing the premium on winning. At least that’s 
the impression they left with Dr. McDonough. 


De-emphasis surely isn’t the word at Georgia but Wallace 
Butts decided that after a weekend of listening to the learned 
academic men speak out at New Orleans that a substitute title 
could be run in. “At any rate, something probably ought to be 
done to keep it under control, but not next season, for at 
Georgia, we've got the hardest schedule in the country coming 
up. I don’t know, but we may be de-emphasizing unintention- 
ally.” 


In this respect, Butts finds the whole conference in accord 
with him—that Georgia has the most fearful schedule in the country. 
Bob Neyland told Butts it was the toughest he’d ever seen in the 
Southeastern Conference. “I wouldn’t play it for anything,” the 
General said. 


Truer words were never spoken. 

I don’t find some of the parallels drawn by football men to 
defend their position quite what I have in mind as a suitable 
weapon. Because there is corruption in civil government or cor- 
ruption in the police department, they will say, you don’t de- 
emphasize government or law and order. Quite true, but certain 
characters responsible for these sins customarily are de-emphasized, 
and it’s this kind of element that has no place in football. 


There'll Be No Strangling 


The game was originally intended to be a college sport, an 
extra-curricular activity to keep students closely aligned to campus 
functions. It has long since outgrown its native costume, and that it 
has is simply another recommendation for the game. It has become 
one of the major selling factors in the college line. Some schools 
have literally risen above the mob because of their football charac- 
ter. Without football, Notre Dame would still be a fine Catholic 
institution, but a much smaller one confined to limited Midwestern 
interest. 


This, perhaps, is no way to sell football, for it points up a 
fact that is not pleasant to the educators, but football has 
grabbed the reins and driven some of their schools out of th 
pack and into prominence. I feel as I have felt all this while. 
The game should be left to its own devices. It will then strangle 
itself or get right with the world, and there are enough sound 
men in the game to avert a strangling. They know where they’re 
going, what they’re doing and how far they can maneuver. 
Seems to me they’re only caught up in the current of the times 
and forced to do business as they find the rest of the world 
around them doing business. Time and circumstance will take 
care of all this. When the rest of the world settles down, so 
will football.

ADD INSULT TO INJURY 


Dr. Irvin H. Blank of Harvard 
Medical School commented wryly 
that some housewives abuse 
their hands so badly that study 
by physiologists, biochemists and 
chemists is necessary—and then 
the ladies add insult to injury 
by applying a cream unsuited 
to their problems. 

He told the convention of the 
American Academy of Derma- 
tology in Chicago: 

“The housewife’s dry, flaky, 
rough skin may be due to a 
structural alteration of the skin, 
to decreased water content in its 
outer layers, or to decreased fat 
content in its outer layers. 

“Most women swell their skin 
in water. Then they dry it and 
shrink it. Then they repeat the 
process several times, adding 
alkaline soap or any extra-strong 
cleanser. When they’re done, 
the basic structure of the skin is 
altered.” 

The dermatologist said this 
game process alsO may remove 
some of the natural fats which 
act as “cement” to hold to- 
gether the structural units of 
the skin. 

FATTY CREAMS BEST 


If the little woman does her 
work in a hot, dry home, he 
added, or exposes her skin to 
wind, water evaporates from the 
outer skin layers and the surface 
dries and cracks. 

While oily or fat-containing 
creams will benefit skin that 
has lost its normal fat quota, 
these creams will do no good for 
hands that are too dry.

Dowager’s Hump Is Added 
With Age, Lack of Exercise 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


That bump at the back of the 
neck has been called a number 
of names, but is is commonly 
known as the Dowager’s Hump, 
or bump of knowledge, indicat- 
ing it comes with the years. 
However, a little knowledge, 
properly applied, can banish it 
... sO let’s be about it, for that 
hump gives age away. 

What brings on this pincush- 
ion of fat which perches so im- 
pudently on the seventh cervical 
vertebra at the nape of the 
neck? It appears to come sud- 
denly, almost without warning 
. « . it sneaks up behind your 
back. One day you glance in the 
hand mirror to view the back 
of a new hairdo, and there it is. 

Of course it doesn’t form sud- 
denly, but is years in the mak- 
ing. The cause is poor head car- 
riage, and the cure is to improve 
the way you habitually hold 
your head. But first, take a test. 
Stand in your natural posture, 
facing a wall so that chest and 
toes touch the wall. What else 
touches? If your nose comes 
close to the wall, chances are 
you tend to thrust your head 
forward instead of pulling up 


strongly with the muscles at the 


back of the neck. Just in pass- 
ing, better take note of the 
frontline ... if the stomach 
touches, that’s another figure 
problem, one that stems from 
excess calories or sway-back. 
However that is a lesson for 
another day. 

To banish the hump, first start 
with a shoulder freeing exer- 
cise. 

Position: Lying on back. on 
floor, knees bent, soles of feet 
on floor. 

Movement: Raise both arms 
straight up in the air from 
shoulders, and with an easy lift, 
stretch further upward, lifting 
right shoulder off the floor, hold 
a second ard let it drop. Relax 
and repeat with the right arm, 
each time letting the shoulder 
sink lazily back to the floor. 

Now the hump... 

Position: The same, lying on 
back on floor, arms outstretched 
sidewise on floor at shoulder 
level. 

Movement: Pushing down 
with hands, raise chest off floor, 
keeping back of head on floor, 
forcing an arch in the upper 
back. Ah, that gets it. Relax and 
repeat three times only. 

Finish by repeating the 


shoulder freeing exercise to re- 
lease any tension in shoulder 
girdle. 

Back this routine up with ele- 
gant head carriage and-you can 
get over the hump fast. The 
proper way to carry your head 
is squarely on your shoulders, 
with that line at the back of 
the neck almost straight and the 
chin held level. That takes some 
practice, but it is well worth it.

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‘Don't Play Hard To Get’ Is Tipster’ s 


Advice for Art of Snagging Gentlemen 


By PHYLLIS BATTELLE 
NEW YORK, Dec, 18—(INS) 
Kathryn Cravens is a collector 


of antiques, honors, “firsts,” and 


tips on the art of snagging men. 

The gold-haired author of 
“Pursuit of Gentlemen” has in- 
augurated more careers for 
women than Susie Anthony 
ever dreamed ofj*, .. Yet she’s 
the personification of 20th Cen- 
tury femininity. 

In the two decades since she 
ran away from home to be a 
movie actress at age 15, Kathryn 
has heaped her well-stacked self 
with “first” honors. 

She was the first woman news 
commentator on a nationwide 
network in 1936; the first “Fly- 
ing Reporter,” 1937; the first 
‘woman accredited to broadcast 
World War II in Europe and 
Asia, the first woman to investi- 
gate the uncivilized jungles of 
Brazil in search of a missing 
British explorer. 

“But still,” she says when 
she’s confronted with her feats 
in the ’51 edition of Who’s Who, 
“I’m not too busy being a ca- 
reer woman to be a man’s wom- 
an too.” 


Although her marital expegri- 
ence has been confined to one 
wedding and one divorce, Miss 
Cravens is considered somewhat 
of an expert on the husbandry 
of husbands. 

USE FLATTERY 

“It’s been my experience,” she 
demonstrates, “that one of the 
cardinal rules in p a gen- 
tleman is ‘Never play hard to 
get unless you’re sure the man 
wants you.’ And once you're 
pretty sure of that, flatter and 


make him comfortable, never - 


nag or check on him.” 

Her advice to women in quest 
of men, propounded in her re- 
cently released book, might give 
Miss Cravens the air of a flip- 
pant personality. She isn’t. 

She captured other honors be- 
fore she specialized in the cap- 
ture of men. 

The career she liked best was 
beifg a reporter. 

“We lived,” she recalls, “in 
Burkett, Texas. My father was 
a country doctor and my mother 
was the country postmistress. 
I think I picked up my urge to 
be a reporter from them... .« 

“Dad used to report what he 
found on his rounds, and moth- 
er reported what she read on 


the postal cards.” 

The family was poor, so when 
she was little more than an in- 
fant, her oldest brother took 
Kathryn to live with him in 
Pilot Point, Texas. At age 15, 
she became tired of small town 
life and ran away to Holly- 
wood. 

FIRST FLYING REPORTER 

“To my surprise,” she says, 
“T got in movies.” After play- 
ing several parts in movies and 
stock companies without much 
financial reward, she decided to 
turn to radio—and sold a spon- 
sor in St. Louis on the idea of 
making her the first woman 
commentator in network his- 


ry. 

One morning there was a 
plane crash in Kansas City, and 
it was played on the front pages 
of all the nearby newspapers. 
Kathryn gave the papers the 
blast of her radio show. 

“Why,” she spouted, “do you 
play up this plane crash when 
there was an auto wreck in 
Kansas Gity the same morning 
that killed twice as many peo- 
ple? That story was shoved 
to the second page.” 

The day after her broadcast, 
air lines besieged her with of- 
fers to fly her anywhere she 
wanted to go-—for free. It

struck her as a fine new way to 
cover radio news firsthand, and 
Kathryn became known as 
“The Flying Reporter.” For 
three years she flew 100,000 
miles a year, gathering news for 
a daily network broadcast. 

When war broke, she was the 
first accredited woman broad- 
caster to enter Europe. She 
was the first to enter Berlin 
when the Allies took over, the 
first and only to get into the 
Russian-occupied Potsdam pal- 
ace. 

For that invasion, she was 
given a 72-hour’ suspension 
from her rights as a U. S. 
broadcaster. But five years to 
the day later, she was awarded 
a medal for bravery by the 
U. S. War Department for her 
activities on the European front.

GOOD-TO-EAT CHRISTMAS TREES BEDECK PUDDING 


Hard Sauce “Trees” Accent Warm Goodness of Dessert 


Plain Pudding Is Lively 
_Teamed With Saucy Sauce

Pound-packing puddings are just one-of-those things this 
time of year. Perhaps puddings themselves are not “too fattening” 
but the sauce that MUST go with them makes up for any deficit 
in calories you may be worrying about. Those sweet toppings add 
interest to inexpensive bread pudding, as well as mince pie, or the 
most elegant holiday pudding. You never can have too many of 
these recipes in your file. Here are some of ours you may wish 
to try. 


VANILLA HARD SAUCE 


% cup butter 
1 cup sifted confectioner’s sugar 
% teaspoon vanilla 
Dash nutmeg ae 
Cream butter until very plastic then work in the sugar grad- 
ually. Add vanilla and speck of nutmeg. Makes about 1% cups 
sauce, 


HARD SAUCE TREES : 


Prepare above recipe for sauce. Pack firmly into cone-shaped 
paper cups. Chill thoroughly. Peel off paper cups. Set each “tree” 
on large gumdrop with rounded top sliced off. Trim “trees” with 
mixed diced candied fruits and peels. 


FOAMY SUGAR SAUCE 


% cup brown sugar firmly packed 

2 eggs, separated 

4 cup cream, whipped 

l4 teaspoon mace 

Sift brown sugar. Beat egg yolks with half of sugar until light. 
Add dash of salt to egg whites and beat until foamy, then grad- 
ually beat in remaining brown suger. Beat until stiff. Add egg 
yolk mixture, blending lightly but thoroughly. Fold in whipped 
cream and mace. Makes 1% cups. 


ICE CREAM SAUCE 
Start with one pint any flavor ice cream: vanilla, egg nog, 
peppermint, or pecan crunch. Break up ice cream with a fork-then 
beat with rotary beater until smooth, Serve as is or add rum or 
brandy flavoring. For variety try adding frozen orange or lemon 
concentrate,

Tell Al Dailey I got his letter 
and I’ll answer as soon as I get 
a chance. Your son, BILLY.

The night after he wrote that 
letter of reassurance to his folks, 
23-year-old Billy Meyer was 
killed while leading a Seventh 
Cavalry squad up Heartbreak 
Ridge, where he’d been wounded 
on Oct. 7. 

What sort of kid was Billy 
Meyer? Where did he come 
from? What was his back- 
ground? 

As the Delaware River wan- 
ders down through New York 
state, it straightens out at De- 
posit, N. Y., and flows south past 
Hancock, Long Eddy, Callicoon, 
Cochecton, Huntington and Nar- 
rowsburg, before tumbling out 
through New Jersey at Port 
Jervis. 

Billy Meyer came from Nar- 
rowsburg, a town of 300 resi- 
dents. 


If he hadn’t been in Korea, 
Billy would have been hunting 
deer in Narrowsburg right now. 
At least over the week ends, be- 


. cause he was living in New York 


City, where he went to night 
school at the School of Com- 
merce, St. John’s University, and 
worked in the daytime at the 
Canal St. Branch of the National 
City Bank. 


On Saturday night he would 
have been at the Park Theater, 
Narrowsburg’s only movie 
house, and then perhaps, after 
seeing “Detective Story,” with 
Kirk Douglas and Horace Mac- 
Mahon, he’d take his date to the 
ice cream parlor. The Oasis, the 
village’s favorite rendezvous. 


If you’ve ever lived in a small 
town, it’s not very difficult to 
reconstruct the background and 
the ambitions of Billy Meyer. 
His father ran the local tavern, 
the youngster had managed the 
Blue and Gold high school bas- 
ketball team. Claude Hector of 
the Delaware Valley News- 
Times says Billy was a shy, 
friendly kid, the kind you’d like 
to have for a son; the kind you’d 
like to have your daughter 
marry. 


He and Chris Weiland, to 
whom he referred in his last let- 
ter, had gone through school to- 
gether. When they were learn- 
ing geography they had little 
dreamed that they’d die on the 
strip of land west of the Sea of 
Japan. 

You think of Cardinal Spell- 
man’s wordage in “No Greater 
Love” when he describes just 
such boys as Billy and Chris:
